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INTRODUCTORY 

Ths  Concise  Standard  Dictionary  is  abridged  from  the  Funk  &  Wagnalls  New 
Standard  Dictionary  of  the  English  Language,  and  contains  about  35,000  words  and 
phrases.  The  basis  of  selection  has  been  the  inclusion  of  all 
I.  The  Vocabulary,  words  that  are  sure  to  be  used  by  the  average  person  in  his  speak- 
ing and  writing,  with  the  addition  of  such  words  and  phrases  as 
will  occur  in  the  books,  papers,  and  magazines  which  are  most  likely  to  be  read;  in 
abort,  the  choice  has  been  for  the  most  part  of  words  at  once  the  simplest  and  the 
most  common.  Only  such  words  as  should  be  written  with  capital  initial  letters  are 
capitalised  in  the  vocabulary. 

The  pronunciations  are  those  of  the  New  Standard  Dictionary  as  finally  determined 
with  the  aid  of  the  Advisory  Committee  of  twentyfive  leading  Philologists  and  Educa- 
tors, their  work  being  based  upon  that  of  the  Advisory  Com- 
D.  Pronunciation*  mittee  of  Fifty  to  which  were  submitted  the  Disputed  Pronun- 
ciations in  the  earlier  editions  of  The  Standard  Dictionary. 
The  pronunciation  of  words  is  indicated  by  phonetic  respelling  in  the  characters  of 
the  Revised  Scientific  Alphabet,  which  is  designated  as  Key  1,  and  also  by  means  of  a 
system  of  diacritic  marks  such  as  is  much  used  in  text-books  and  the  older  dictionaries, 
this  older  system  being  called  Key  2.  The  Revised  Scientific  Alphabet  is  believed  to 
be  at  once  the  simplest  and  most  exact  alphabet  yet  devised  for  use  in  books  of  general 
reference.  An  explanation  of  the  values  of  the  symbols  and  of  the  principles  of  the 
alphabet  will  be  found  on  the  concluding  introductory  pages. 

In  definitions  the  aim  has  been  to  secure  the  utmost  brevity  and  simplicity  con- 
sistent with  accuracy.    So  far  as  practicable,  the  method  of  beginning  each  definition 
with  a  definitive  statement,  as  in  the  New  Standard  Dictionary, 
m.  Definitions.  has  been  here  employed.    This  has  been  done,  even  at  the  cost  of 

somewhat  enlarging  the  volume,  with  the  belief  that  the  reading 
tublic  will  especially  appreciate  this  feature  of  fulness  of  definition.  Where  definition 
_»y  synonym  has  been  necessary  for  the  sake  of  brevity,  the  endeavor  has  been  to  define 
by  a  word  which  is  itself  more  fully  defined,  or  by  one  so  simple  and  familiar  that  its 
meaning  can  not  be  for  a  moment  in  doubt.  English  tables  of  measures  and  weights  are 
given  under  these  words,  and  the  tables  of  the  metric  system  under  metric. 

The  most  important  prefixes  and  suffixes  are  fully  treated  in  the  main  vocabulary. 
Many  of  these,  especially  of  suffixes,  form  derivatives  which  are  self-explaining  when 
the  meaning  of  the  principal  word  and  that  of  the  affix  are  known.  Hence  such  a  word 
is  often  indicated  by  simply  giving  the  suffix  after  the  word  to  which  it  is  to  be  adjoined, 
or  by  entering  the  derivative  in  full  under  the  principal  word,  to  give  spelling  and  accent* 
with  assurance  that  the  meaning  will  be  readily  understood. 

The  illustrations,  780  in  number  (17  of  these  fitting  each  a  page  and  containing 
several  individual  illustrations),  have  been  especially  selected  as  aids  to  definition,  con- 
veying the  meaning  of  terms  through  the  eye  to  the  mind,  as  in 
IT.  The  niustrm-       many  cases  mere  words  can  not  do.    Thus  no  words  can  express 
tlons.  the  meaning  of  anchor  or  anvil,  or  of  the  contrasted  terms  en- 

dogen  and  exogen,  so  clearly  and  readily  as  it  is  given  by  a  good 
picture;  and  for  totally  new  products,  as  the  aeroplane,  or  for  very  complex  subjects,  as 
architecture,  illustrations  are  indispensable. 

In  the  Appendix  will  be  found  a  set  of  simple  Rules  for  Spelling;  a  treatment  of 
common  faults  in  diction,  with  rules  and  examples  helpful  in  the  avoidance  of  such 
faults;  an  extensive  pronouncing  list  of  Proper  Names,  ancient 
V.  The  Appendix*  and  modern,  personal,  geographical,  literary,  etc.;  Foreign  Words 
and  Phrases,  with  their  translations;  a  list  of  Symbolic  Flowers 
and  Gems,  with  the  significance  of  each  explained;  and,  finally,  an  explanatory  list  of 
common  Abbreviations. 

It  is  believed  that  the  book  will  find  favor  among  the  many  persons  who  desire  a 
small,  inexpensive,  and  handy  dictionary  which  will  give  them  in  a  moment  the  most 
necessary  information  as  to  the  spelling,  pronunciation,  and  meaning  of  the  words  and 
phrases  in  common  use.

HF"  Where  the  comparative  and  SUPERLA-

of  nouns  are  not  given,  they  are  formed 
regularly,  according  to  the  simplest  rules  of 


The  pronunciation  of  plurals  of  nouns  is 
indicated  either  by  respelUng  or  by  the  sign  (•) 
inserted  after  the  plural  form.  Example: 
du'ty,  dlQ'ti,  n.  [do'ties*.  pi.)  The  sign  (■) 
is  used  to  indicate  that  the  pronunciation  of 
the  plural  is  obtained  by  adding  "  *  **  to  the 
pronunciation  of  the  vocabulary  word.  Thus, 
du'ties  is  pronounced  dlQ'tix. 

Verbs  and  Their  Participles,  Etc. 

IF*  Where  the  tenbb  and  participial 
forms  of  a  verb  are  not  given,  add  -ed  to  the 
vocabulary  word  for  the  imperfect  tense  and 
the  past  participle,  and  -ina  for  the  present 
participle,  except  in  compound  verbs. 

The  pronunciation  of  the  participles  of  verbs 
is  Indicated  as  follows: 

The  sign  (*)  added  after  a  verb,  or  after 
Roman  I.,  as  I*.  (when  several  parts  of  speech 
are  grouped  under  one  vocabulary  entry),  in- 
dicates that  the  pronunciation  of  the  past 
participle  or  imperfect  of  this  verb  is  obtained 
by  adding  "t"  to  the  pronunciation  of  the 
vocabulary  word.  Example:  look*,  luk,  v. 
By  adding  M  t "  to  the  pronunciation  of  look. 
the  pronunciation  of  looked,  pp.,  is  obtained, 
thus:  luk+t-lukt;  go  blotch,  blecn.  I*.  vt.. 
Indicates  that  the  past  participle  or  imperfect, 
blotched,  Is  pronounced  bleCht.

The  pronunciation  of  the  past  participle  and 
imperfect  of  the  verbs  Is  obtained,  where  no 
sign  is  given,  by  adding  "  d  "  to  the  pronunci- 
ation of  the  vocabulary  word.  Examples: 
love,  luv;  loved,  luvd;  cable,  kfi'bl;  cabled, 
kCbld. 

Compound  Words. 

Compound  Words  are  denned  under  then* 
first  element,  except  when  some  special  reason, 
as  of  classification,  requires  them  to  be  grouped 
under  the  second  element. 

The  participles  and  Imperfects  of  compound 
verbs  (if  not  given  with  the  compounds),  as 
disabuse,  disagree,  will  be  found  under  the 
final  element  of  each  compound,  as  under 
abuse,  agree.

Suffixes  in  Definitions. 

Derivatives  formed  by  means  of  familiar 
suffixes,  when  entered  without  definition,  will 
be  understood  to  have  the  meaning  of  the  prin- 
cipal word,  plus  the  meaning  of  the  suffix  (pre- 
fixes and  suffixes  are  entered  and  defined  in 
their  vocabulary  places).  Example:  Under 
the  verb  embalm  will  be  found  the  noun  of 
agency  embalmer,  readily  understood  to 
mean  "  one  who  embalms." 

Suffixes,  as  -ly,  -ness,  following  the  treat- 
ment of  any  vocabulary  word  denote  that  the 
suffix  is  to  be  added  directly  to  the  bold-face 
word  that  Immediately  precedes  it.  to  form 
the  corresponding  adverb,  or  other  derivative. 
Example:  Under  harm  will  be  found  harm- 
ful, a.,  ♦  *  *  -ly,  adv.,  -ness,  n.,  indicating  that 
the  adverb  Is  harmfully  and  the  verbal  noun 
harm  fulness;  also,  harmless,  a.,  *  *  *  -ly, 
adv.,  -ness,  n..  indicating  that  the  adverb  is  in 
this  latter  case  harmlessly,  and  the  noun 


Hyphens  and  Accents. 

The  Single  Hyphen  (-)  connects  parts  of  a 
word  that  are  arbitrarily  separated,  as  at  the 
end  of  a  line,  or  in  the  division  of  words  into 
syllables,  the  syllables  which  it  connects  being 
closely  joined  in  ordinary  writing  or  printing. 
The  single  hyphen  Is  omitted  when  the  primary 
or  secondary  accent  Is  used,  as  In  vocabulary 
words:  as-tron'o-my  for  astronomy;  tn'dl- 
vhPu-al  for  individual. 

The  Double  Hyphen  (•)  connects  only  the 
parts  of  a  compound  word,  and  indicates  that 
the  parts  so  joined  are  to  be  connected  by  a 
hyphen  in  ordinary  writing  or  printing;  as, 
half *mast  (written  ordinarily  half-mast). 

The  Single  Accent  (')  indicates  the  pri- 
mary or  chief  accent;  as,  a'ble. 

The  Double  Accent  (")  Indicates  the  sec- 
ondary accent;  as,  as-so"ct-a'tlon;  mul'tl- 
pU-ca'tlon.

Reformed  Spellings. 

The  reformed  spellings  recommended  by  the 
American  Philological  Association  and  the  Phil- 
ological Society  of  England  are  marked  with  a 
small  superior  *;  those  recommended  by  the 
Simplified  Spelling  Board  are  marked  with 
superior  •.  The  reformed  spellings  are  given 
sometimes  in  fully  respelled  form,  sometimes 
by  putting  a  parenthesis  mark  before  (and.  If 
necessary,  after)  a  letter  In  the  vocabulary 
spelling  which  in  the  reformed  spelling  Is 
omitted.  Thus,  ca'pa-bl(e*,  fys'lc*  (physic) 
are  spellings  recommended  by  the  two  philo- 
logical societies;  fo'no-graf*,  con-serv(CS 
con-serv(e)d'*,  spellings  recommended  by  the 
Simplified  Spelling  Board — the  e  being  dropped 
from  the  last  two. 
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PRINCIPLES  OF  THE  REVISED  SCIENTIFIC 
ALPHABET 


The  alphabet  was  constructed  by  a  Com* 
mittee  of  the  Department  of  Superinten- 
dence of  the  National  Education  Association 
on  the  basis  of  the  1877  alphabet  of  the 
American  Philological  Association.  It  was 
adopted  by  that  Department  at  Mobile, 
Ala.,  February,  1911,  officially  endorsed  by 
the  three  linguistic  societies  of  America, 
The  American  Philological  Association,  The 
Modern  Language  Association,  and  The 
American  Dialect  Society,  during  Decem- 
ber. 1912,  and  is  used  in  the  New  Stand- 
ard Dictionary.  The  essential  principles 
of  its  construction  are  the  following: 

1.  One  symbol,  and  only  one,  for 
each  sound,  so  that  in  whatever  combina- 
tion  a  given  symbol  appears,  its  value  is 
unchanging  and  unmistakable. 

2.  The  vowel  letters  have  their  Con- 
tinental (or  Latin)  values,  (a)  This 
brings  the  notation  into  accord  with  inter- 
national phonetic  science,  and  (b)  makes 
possible  a  relation  between  symbols  which 
corresponds  to  that  actually  existing  be- 
tween the  sounds  they  represent.  The 
latter  effect  would  be  impossible  if  all  the 
letters,  especially  the  vowel  letters,  re- 
tained their  English  alphabetic  values. 
Thus,  the  %  in  pine  and  the  i  in  pin  have 
phonetically  no  such  relation  to  each  other 
as  that  suggested  by  calling  them  "  long  i  " 
and  "  short  i."  They  represent  sounds  of 
totally  different  characters;  the  one  is  a 
diphthong,  the  other  a  simple  vowel.  The 
diphthong  of  pine  consists  of  the  sounds  a 
and  i  pronounce4  closely  together  (see  next 
paragraph);  a  scientific  spelling  should 
show  the  two  elements;  thus,  pain.  The 
single  letter  i  (1)  is  no  adequate  symbol  for 
the  compound  sound,  and  (2)  falsely  asso- 
ciates it  with  the  unrelated  simple  short 
vowel  of  pin.  The  word  mat  and  the  first 
syllable  of  mating  use  the  same  letter,  a; 
but  the  vowels  themselves  are  totally 
different  inequality  as  well  as  in  length.  A 
scientific  alphabet  should  distinguish  them 
by  giving  them  differing  symbols,  as  a  and 
ft.  On  the  other  hand,  fat  and  fare  have 
vowels  alike  in  quality,  tho  differing  in 
length.  The  Revised  Scientific  Alphabet 
represents  them  by  the  same  symbol,  a, 
distinguishing  the  long  vowel  of  fare  by  a 
macron  (");  thus,  fat  and  far.  Thus  the 
phonetic  alphabet  used  here  shows  exactly 
the  character  of  a  sound,  its  connection 
with  related  sounds,  and  (if  the  sound  is 
diphthongal)  its  elements  and  their  value. 

S.  Diphthongs  are  represented  by  the 
symbols  of  their  respective  elements. 
Thus,  the  diphthong  in  out,  how,  consists  of 
the  two  simple  vowels  heard  in  ah  and  rule 


(that  is,  a  and  fl)  spoken  in  rapid  succession, 
the  chief  stress  being  on  the  first;  out,  hau; 
and  the  diphthong  in  oil,  boy  has  for  its 
first  element  the  vowel  heard  in  not  (net), 
or  clog  (kleg),  and  for  its  second  |he  vowel 
in  it:  oil,  bei.  Similarly,  the  vowel  in 
high,  aisle,  is  a  diphthong;  a  prolonged  pro- 
nunciation of  it  readily  shows  that  it  begins 
with  the  vowel  of  ah  and  ends  with  the 
vowel  of  it;  that  is,  the  diphthong  is  a  +  i: 
hoi,  ail.  A  comparison  of  rude  with  mute 
shows  at  once  that  the  former  has  a  simple 
vowel,  the  latter  a  diphthong  consisting  of 
the  full  vowel  heard  m  rude  preceded  by  a 
light  vowel  like  that  in  it;  that  is,  the  diph- 
thong is  i+u:  mint.  In  English  spellings 
these  diphthongs  are  often  disguised;  in  the 
phonetic  symbols  of  the  Revised  Scientific 
Alphabet  (Key  1)  they  are  always  abso- 
lutely clear:  ai,  au,  ei,  iu  (when  not  under 
the  chief  accent,  iu). 

4.  Diacritic  marks  are  almost  wholly 
discarded;  only  one  is  used,  namely,  the 
macron,  and  this  always  as  a  sign  of  length. 
By  means  of  the  macron  the  English  short 
vowels  are  properly  paired  with  their  near- 
est long  forms:  the  short  vowel  of  obey  (o) 
is  the  same  in  quality  as  the  long  vowel  of 
note  (6) ;  the  short  vowel  of  fat  (a)  is  ap- 
proximately the  same  in  quality  as  the  long 
vowel  of  fare  (a) ;  the  short  vowel  of  win  (i) 
is  in  quality  close  to  the  long  vowel  of  ween 
(I) ;  there  is  close  kinship  in  quality  between 
the  vowels  of  met  (e)  and  mate  (ft);  and 
similarly  between  e  and  e,  u  and  Q,  u  and  u. 

6.  The  so-called . "  obscure  "  vowels 
are  recognized  as  actual  and  established 
elements  of  standard  English  speech.  In 
wholly  unstressed  syllables  every  vowel  is 
altered  in  quality  and  reduced  in  sharpness 
of  utterance  to  one  or  the  other  of  two 
neutral  or  "  obscure  "  vowels.  The  more 
frequent  of  them  is  the  somewhat  muffled 
sound  heard  in  the  unstressed  syllable  of 
about,  separate,  custom;  the  other  that 
heard  in  renew,  habit,  menace.  The  former 
is  represented  by  »,  the  latter  by  i. 

6.  Familiar  digraphs  (eh,  sh,  th)  are 
retained  as  a  concession  to  English  spelling 
habits;  but  the  two  letters  are  tied  in  order 
to  indicate  that  they  represent  a  single 
sound.  Thus  the  sound  of  ch  in  church  is 
represented  by  di.  of  sh  in  she  by  sli,  of  th 
in  thee  by  th,  and  of  th  in  three  by  th.  It 
would  be  more  scientific  to  represent  these 
single  consonant  sounds  by  single  symbols; 
but  for  general  use  it  was  thought  better  to 
adapt  the  familiar  forms.  A  similar  con- 
cession in  the  case  of  the  vowel  signs  could 
not  be  made  without  introducing  confusion 
of  phonetic  values. 


KEY  TO  PRONUNCIATION 

As  in  The  New  Standard  Dictionary,  two  pronunciation  keys  are  here  used.  'The 
first  (Key  1)  is  the  Revised  Scientific  Alphabet;  the  second  (Key  2),  made  by  means 
of  diacritic  marks,  is  such  as  has  long  been  in  use  in  text-books  and  in  the  older  dic- 
tionaries. 

The  following  table  gives  the  values  of  the  symbols  in  the  two  Keys  based  on  the 
phonic  values  of  the  symbols  of  Key  1.  For  example,  the  sound  of  u  in  "burn,"  indi- 
cated in  Key  1  by  u,  is  the  equivalent  of  u  in  Key  2;  the  same  sound  of  c,  as  in  "fern," 
is  indicated  by  8  in  Key  2.  The  latter  symbol  and  X  and  y  are  classed  with  v,  for  in 
Key  2  no  less  than  four  symbols  are  used  for  the  same  sound— u,  5,  X,  y.  Other  symbols 
are  classed  in  the  same  manner.

The  foreign  sounds  (h,  u,  n)  can  not  be  represented  in  English  spellings,  but  must 
be  described  in  detail. 

H  is  made  with  the  tongue  almost  in  position  f or  k  (as  in  Zoclc).  The  difference 
is  that  for  h  the  tongue  does  not  wholly  close  the  passage,  so  that  the  breath  rushes 
out  with  great  friction,  making  a  sound  like  a  very  rough  h.  If  the  vowel  preceding 
h  is  made  in  the  front  of  the  mouth  (as  German  i,  e,  0,  d)t  the  h  is  also  forward,  ana 
is  then  made  by  forcing  the  breath  out  while  the  tongue  is  held  firmly  in  the  initial 
position  for  English  y. 

II  represents  a  sound  made  by  pronouncing  I  (the  vowel-sound  of  see),  with  the 
lips  at  the  same  time  fully  pursed  or  rounded  as  for  whistling.  It  may  be  noted,  also, 
that  the  foreign  sound  represented  in  this  dictionary  by  the  symbol  O  (as  French 
donseuse,  don  "susO  is  not  exactly  the  vowel  heard  in  the  English  burn,  earn,  etc.,  but 
is  approximately  that  vowel  sounded  while  the  lips  are  fully  pursed  or  rounded. 

A  is  a  symbol  indicating  that  the  n  itself  is  silent,  but  has  imparted  a  nasal  quality 
to  the  preceding  vowel.

THE  METRIC  SYSTEM. 

This  is  a  system  of  weights  and  measures 
depending  upon  the  meter,  in  which  the  orig- 
inal factors  are  derived  from  the  meter.  The 
system  includes  measures  of  length,  of  which 
the  meter  Is  the  unit;  measures  of  surface,  of 
which  the  are  Is  the  unit;  measures  of  capaci- 
ty, of  which  the  liter  is  the  unit;  and  weights, 
of  which  the  gram  is  the  unit.  Ascending  in 
value  from  each  unit  the  measure  Is  multi- 
plied by  ten,  and  bears  a  Greek  prefix  indi- 
cating its  value,  as  decameter,  which  is  10 
meters;  hectometer,  which  is  100  meters;  kil- 
ometer, which  is  1000  meters;  and  myriame- 
ter,  which  is  10,000  meters.  Similarly  de- 
scending in  value  the  terms  bear  Latin  pre- 
fixes indicating  their  relation  to  the  unit,  as 
decimeter,  which  Is  Vio  of  a  meter;  centimeter, 
which  Is  Vioo  of  a  meter;  and  millimeter, 
which  Is  Vuoo  of  a  meter.  The  following 
tables  show  the  various  units  with  corre- 
sponding factors  in  other  systems.  The  met- 
ric system  has  been  legalized  by  the  United 
States  and  Great  Britain,  and  is  In  actual  use 
in  every  civilized  nation  except  Montenegro.

place.  This  noun  is  improperly  used  as  ad- 
verb in  some  parts  of  the  United  States. 
Instead  of  "Are  you  going  any  placet"  say, 
"anywhere."  "Where  have  you  been?" 
"Noplace."  Say,  "Nowhere."  Some  even 
say:  "Go  different  places"  Instead  of  "Go  to 
different  places,"  which  latter  is  the  correct 
form. 

plurals  —  nouns.  When  two  nouns  are  united 
to  form  a  compound,  the  first,  as  a  general 
rule,  is  not  plurallzed.  We  say  toothache, 
not  teethache;  n»man*hater,  not  uwmen»hater. 
When  a  noun  follows  a  numeral  In  a  com- 
pound word,  the  noun  is  not  plurallzed;  as, 
a  ten-Awl  (not  ten«/eet)  pole;  a  two-mile 
(not  twofniles)  race.  A  compound  word 
generally  forms  its  plural  by  adding  *  at  the 
end  of  the  whole  word,  as  handfuls,  spoonfuls. 
Nouns  ending  in  y  preceded  by  a  vowel  form 
the  plural  by  adding  *;  as  donkey,  donkeys; 
chimney,  chimneys;  monkey,  monkeys,  etc. 
Where  the  y  is  preceded  by  a  consonant,  the 
y  Is  changed  into  ie,  and  *  added  to  this;  as, 
mercy,  mercies;  pony,  ponies  ^supply,  sup- 
plies. &. 

A  collective  noun,  as  audience,  congregation, 
family,  flock,  multitude,  people,  public,  etc., 
tho  singular  In  form,  may  take-  a  verb 
either  in  the  singular  or  the  plural  number, 
according  as  it  refers  to  the  objects  Included 
as  one  aggregate  or  as  separate  individuals; 
as,  "The  audience  was  large";  "The  audi- 
ence were  divided  in  opinion." 

Possesslves.  A  noun  ending  in  s  properly 
takes  another  s  with  the  apostrophe  to  form 
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the  possessive;  thus,  Dickens's  novels, 
"Pepys's  Diary,"  "James's  heir,"  etc.  Some 
exceptions  are  commonly  made;  as,  "for 
conscience'  sake,"  "for  Jesus'  sake,"  where 
the  apostrophe  alone  is  added.  Also  in  words 
of  many  syllables,  where  the  added  syllable 
with  '*  would  have  a  disagreeable  effect;  as, 
" Empedocles'  sandals,"  "  Themistocles'  ser- 
vices," instead  of  "  Empedocles' s  sandals," 
"  Themistocles' s  services."  In  the  sentence 
"The  horses  feet  were  sore,"  If  you  refer  to 
one  horse,  write  "the  horse's  feet";  if  to  more 
than  one,  "the  horses'  feet."  The  apostro- 
phe precedes  the  *  for  the  singular,  but  fol- 
lows the  *  for  the  plural.

fossil  remains  were  found,"  say:  " was 

found ."  Omit  the  qualifying  phrase  "  of  fossil 
remains,"  and  it  is  evident  that  we  must  say 
"  A  great  quantity was  found." 

raise,  1  Instead  of  "He  was  so  weak  that  he 

rise,   /could  not  raise,"  say:  " so  weak 

that  be  could  not  rise"  Raise,  meaning  "  to 
cause  to  rise,"  is  never  to  be  used  intransi- 
tively. Say:  "He  could  not  rise  in  the 
saddle,"  but  "He  could  not  raise  himself, 
his  hand,  or  his  head." 

raise  cbil'dren.  Raise,  "  to  rear  (an  animal) ," 
is  never  to  be  applied  to  human  beings;  a 
misuse  common  in  the  southern  and  western 
United  States.  Cattle  are  raised;  human 
beings  are  brought  up,  or,  in  older  phrase, 


right,  n.  "If  you  do  that,  you've  a  right  to 
be  arrested."  This  use  of  right  in  the  sense 
of  "liability"  is  a  barbarism.  The  true 
phrase  would  be:  "You  are  liable  to  be 
arrested,"  or,  "You  deserve  to  be  arrested." 

salesla'dy.  An  inadmissible  term.  Why 
not  also  " salesgentteman'"!  If  salesman  is 
a  worthy  term  to  apply  to  a  man,  its  appro- 
priate counterpart  is  saleswoman,  which  is 
the  only  correct  term.

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RULES  FOR  SPELLING 


1.  Fimd  Consonants  Doubled.— Mon- 
osyllables ending  in  /,  I,  or  s,  immediately 
preceded  by  a  single  vowel,  double  the  final 
consonant;  as,  cliff,  bell,  brass. 

Exceptions:  clef,  if,  of,  sol,  as,  gas,  has, 
his,  is,  thus,  us,  was,  yes. 

2.  Final  Consonants  Not  Doubled.— 
Monosyllables  ending  in  any  other  conso- 
nant than  /,  I,  or  s,  immediately  preceded 
by  a  single  vowel,  do  not  double  the  final 
consonant;  as,  cab,  bin,  dip,  hit,  etc. 

Exceptions:  abb,  ebb,  add,  odd,  egg,  inn, 
err,  shirr,  burr,  purr,  mitt,  butt,  fizz,  buzz,  fuzz. 

3.  Consonants  Doubled  Before  Suf- 
fix.— Monosyllables  ending  in  a  single  con- 
sonant, preceded  by  a  single  vowel,  double 
the  consonant  before  a  suffix  beginning  with 
a  vowel;  accented  final  syllables  follow  the 
same  rule;  as,  dip,  dij/per;  a-bet',  a-bet'tor. 

Exceptions:  (1)  Syllables  ending  in  x 
do  not  double  the  final  letter;  as,  box,  boxes, 
boxing;  (2)  when  the  accent  in  the1  deriva- 
tive is  carried  further  back,  the  consonant  is 
likely  to  remain  single;  as,  pre-fer',  prefer- 
ence; but  pre-fer' ring,  re-fer*,  refer-a-ble ;  but 
also,  re-fer'ri-ble ;  (3)  the  derivatives  of  the 
word  gas  (except  gassed,  gassing,  and  gassy) 
are  written  with  but  one  s;  as,  gaseous. 

4.  Silent  e  Omitted  Before  Vowel* 
Suffix.—  Silent  e  final  is  ordinarily  omitted 
before  a  suffix  beginning  with  a  vowel;  as, 
love,  loving,  lovable. 

Exceptions:  (1)  Words  ending  in  ce  or 
ge  retain  the  e  before  -able  or  -ous,  in  order 
to  avoid  hardening  the  cot  g;  as,  effaceable, 
changeable,  advantageous;  (2)  the  e  is  re- 
tained in  hoeing,  shoeing,  and  toeing;  (3) 
also  in  the  derivatives  of  dye,  singe,  springe, 
swinge,  and  tinge,  thus  distinguishing  dyeing 
from  dying,  etc.,  and  keeping  the  g  soft  in 
tingeinq. 

5.  Silent  e  Retained  Before  Conso- 
nant«Suffix.—  Silent  e  final  is  ordinarily  re- 


tained before  a  suffix  beginning  with  a  con* 
sonant;  as,  dire,  direful ;  fine, finely;  amaze, 
amazement. 

Exceptions:  The  e  is  always  dropped 
in  duly,  truly,  wholly,  argument,  and' com- 
monly in  abridgment,  acknowledgment,  aw~ 
ful,  judgment,  and  lodgment. 

C.  Final  y  Unchanged  In  Plurals.— 
Nouns  ending  in  y,  when  the  y  is  preceded 
by  a  vowel,  form  the  plural  regularly  by 
simply  adding  s;  as,  donkey,  donkeys; 
monkey,  monkeys. 

7.  Final  y.  Changed  In  Plurals.— 
Nouns  ending  in  y,  when  the  y  is  preceded 
by  a  consonant,  form  the  plural  by  changing 
y  into  %  and  adding  es;  as,  mercy,  mercies; 
sky,  skies;  pity,  pities. 

8.  Chance  of  y  to  1  Before  Suffix.- 
Words  ending  in  y,  when  the  y  is  preceded 
by  a  consonant,  change  the  p  into  i  before 
any  suffix  except  one  beginning  with  i;  as, 
icy,  icily;  mercy,  merciful;  pity,  pitiable, 
pitiful;  but  marry,  marrying. 

Exceptions:  Adjectives  of  one  syllable 
ending  in  y  preceded  by  a  consonant  ordi- 
narily retain  the  y;  as,  shy,  shyly. 

9.  Full  as  Suffix  Chanced  to  -ful.— 
The  word  full,  used  as  a  suffix,  drops  one  2; 
as,  cupful,  mouthful,  spoonful,  etc.  (plurals 
cupfuts,  mouthfuls,  spoonfuls,  etc.). 

10.  How  to  Choose  Between  el  and  le. 
—  When  e*  or  te  has  the  sound  of  t  ( —  ee  in 
feel),  the  usage  may  be  discriminated  as  fol- 
lows: After  c  the  combination  is  ei;  as, 
ceiling,  perceive,  receive;  after#  any  other 
letter  than  c  the  combination  is  ie;  as,  be* 
lieve,  grieve,  reprieve. 

Exceptions:  In  leisure,  neither,  seize, 
weir,  and  weird,  ei  is  used,  tho  not  follow- 
ing c.
